ALL HAVE NARROW ESCAPE 


From Being Buried Alive Under 


Many Cubic Feet of Earth — 


Work men Superstitious 


While 
work men were digging in 
the sewer which is being constructed 
on West F irst street, Thursday after­ 
noon one side of the trench, which is 
thirteen feet deep, caved in. but for­ 
tunately all the work men escaped the 
falling dirt. 
In some places the excavation which 
is being made for the sewer is very 
deep, and it is 
necessary to place 
boards along the sides of the trenches 
to k eep them from falling in on the 
men, who are engaged in the con­ 
struction. 
The pressure of the dirt 
against the boards tore them from 
their places, allowing several hun­ 
dred cubic feet of earth to fall in. 
The sliding earth and crashing tim ­ 
ber warned the work men of their dan­ 
ger, and a general rush was made for 
firm ground. 
A piece of dirt thirty 
feet long, five feet wide and several 
feet deep was torn loose and for sev 
eral y ards along the sewer the trench 
was Ailed. 
Many of the men who are engaged 
in constructing the sewer are foreign­ 
ers and have many suspicions ideas in 
regard 
to 
accidents. 
It wan with 
great difficulty that the boss in charge 
of the work could cause the foreign 
laborers to re-enter the sewer trench.

e nt^ brush away a cloud from his 
mental vision, and then he is perfect­ 
ly rational. 
He nses excellent language which 
bears evidence of the fact that he has 
received the coLegiate education he 
boasts of. 
He is conversant with V ir­ 
gil, Oicero, Socrates, Plato, Shak es­ 
peare, Holy Writ. Grecian and N orth­ 
land my thology , and any number of 
classics, and possesses a general f und 
of k nowledge which he uses to good 
advantage in conversation 
His en­ 
unciation is letter perfect and it is 
really a pleasure to hear the man talk , 
when he is not “ off in his belfry ." 
He has some'advanced views on many 
timely subjects and one can easily see 
that he 
has 
given 
them 
much 
thought. 
A wound on the top of his head 
may explain his mental derangements, 
for, occasionally 
he claims* that it 
gives him much pain, and following 
these pains comes an attack T)f some 
two or three minutes of “ brainstorm ." 
Last night he sat down in his prison 
cell, and apparently for the Arst time 
realized that he was incarcerated. 
W hat!" he exclaimed, “ am I in a 
prison or asy lum again. 
My , oh my , 
oh m e." And he buried his head in 
his hand and sobbed lik e a little ch» ld. 
Raising his head he began: “ To look 
at me now, y ou would never guess 
my past. 
1 was not alway s obliged to 
roam around this world." 
“ You speak good English," put in 
one standing at the cell door. 
And why shouldn’t 
I? Do y on 
k now what Horace Greeley once said 
about my native cltv. 
He declared 
if y ou would 
hear a pure English 
spok en y ou must journey to Dublin. 
\nd 1 am a Dnblinite. 
My father 
was an Irish barrister : John Harmon 
Robinson, of Robey Hall, Dubiln, was 
his name, and address, and a better 
or brainier man never lived in his 
day . 
While he was y et a y oung man, 
he married my mother. 
She was em­ 
ploy ed as a body servant in my grand­ 
mother’s home, and for this act he 
was ostracized,and remained a social 
outcast |for several 
y ears. 
Rot the 
family and friends persuaded him to 
give up his common law wile—my 
mother—and go back unto his own. 
He was ambitions and he followed 
their advice, putting mv mother away 
on a small estate with an adequate 
income. 
Of that union I was bom. 
My father afterwards married in his 
own station in life, and several child­ 
ren were born unto him. 
“ When I reached my majority I 
went to my father and on bended k nee 
ask ed of him to proclaim me as his 
legitimate child to the world. 
This 
he refused to do. 
I was his rightful 
heir at la w ; he was rich and infiuen- 
tial and 1 wanted to bear his name. 
Repeatedly I ask ed of him to ack nowl­ 
edge me as his child, and as often he 
refused. 
We had words and I left for 
the States, but not until I had received 
a collegiate education at my father’s 
expense, and not until my mother— 
Lord have mercy on her soul—had 
passed into eternity . 
Here 1 work ed 
my way through another college, tak ­ 
ing a post-graduate course, and Atted 
my self 
for teaching. 
I 
taught 
in 
several of the best universities in the 


Methodist girl, and [for [this act my 
folk s in the old country , who were 
; staunch Catholics, took offense, and 
] now 
they 
treat 
me 
with 
con- 
I tempt, but they have me conAned in 
j these hellish sanitariums and asy lums 
throughout the com try ."

When the old man's jnind began to 
wander again, he began to mumble: 
“ They would try and crush me.

Then he would crouch far back in the 
corner of the cell and ask in a plain 
tiff tone: “ You won’t let them k ill 
me, —k ill me,—will y ou? No, no, 
no, -o-o" and then be would break 
into an insane laughter.

Once Confessed to Killing a Man

$1,000 Reward

Gets Sixteen Years 


The Levites are all agog. 
George 
Levi, who 
left here three or four 
week s ago, leaving behind him a cloud 
over the home of a relative, it is said, 
has returned again in spirit, and is 
now the chief topic of conversation 
among the Levites and their k in in this 
city . 
It is said that Levi left here 
going to Osgood, where he wrote a 
letter of a threatening nature to a for­ 
mer sweetheart here. 
And y esterdsy 
a letter was received chronicling his 
death, near Mitchell, Indiana, where 
he was supposed to have suicided by 
ly ing down in front of a train. 
The 
letter gave minute details of his death. 
Inquiry at Mitchell developed the 
fact that no one had been k illed there 
recently . 
A comparison of the hand 
writing of letters received here, dis­ 
closed the fact that Levi wrote the 
particulars of his own death. 
It was done, so parties claim living 
here, to set at rest, a scandal which 
was brewing in a Rushville home. 
Levi has served 'eighteen y ears in 
the penitentiary , and his long term 
was 
caused in 
a 
rather 
peculiar 
manner. 
He was serving a sentence 
of two y ears for stealing when he 
met and became acquainted with a 
convict in the prison, who was serv­ 
ing a life term of murder. 
He per­ 
suaded Levi to confess to the k illing, 
piomising him $lt)00 and his subse­ 
quent release by outside influence. 
Levi made tne confession and was 
given sixteen y ears, never got a penny 
of the promised money and served 
every day of the sentence. 
His father. Doc Anderson, is buried 
in the Upper gravey ard, northeast of 
this citr.

Com m ission 
W ill 
Demand 


Uniform Freight Rates. 
Indianapolis, Ind., August 16.—W ith 
a v iew to regulating the rates on 
classified freight iu Indiana and to 
prev ent discrim ination against any lo­ 
cality, the state railroad commission 
has begun a sweeping inquiry Into the 
subject. 
All of the railroads hav e 
been notified to appear here Oct. 12 
to testify before the commission. The 
latter has receiv ed sev eral hundred 
com plaints from shippers who allege 
that the rates lu many instances are 
not only too high, but that they perm it 
discrim ination 
against 
m any 
cities 
and towns. 
Tho commission has sent 
out a circular letter stating that it 
appears that rates on classified freight 
out of Indianapo.is are excessiv e and 
lacking in uniform ity. 
As a result of 
the inquiry it is expected that many 
rates will be reduced and others made 
uniform. 
It is regarded as the most 
im portant action the commission has 
taken. 


Six cities are in the race for the 
national conv ention," said Chairm an 
T aggart,

These fine days and cool nights, w ith 
a few more m osquitos than we need— 
and here i m ake application of D av id 
H arnm ’s rem ark—" a certain am ount 
of flees is good for a d o g ; it keeps him 
from brooding ov er the fact tha t he is 
a d o g .” 
These m osquitos bring a fel­ 
low to a realization tha t this is earth 
and not Paradise yet. 
B nt as I was 
about to say these long sunshiny days 
make the crops grow and the breezes 
and cool nights bring health and hap 
piness to the people. 
T his has been a v ery peculiar and 
backw ard season as it has been ev ery 
place, but crops are looking fairly 
w ell 
The drought early in the season 
retarded the grow th of some of the 
sm all 
grains, especially 
on second 
yea r’s breaking, w here it is impossi 
ble to get the ground in good order. 
The flax is generally good and the 
corn is splendid. 
A neighbor has 30 
acres of as fine corn as I ev er saw 
back home. 
We hav e a patch planted w ith corn 
brought from home, the "W hite L ay­ 
to n .” 
We 
succeeded 
in 
m aturing 
about half the crop last season and se­ 
lected the best ears for this yea r’s 
planting. 
It is now in tassel and we 
expect to get quite a nice lot for seed 
next year. 
I m ention this m erely to 
let people, who usually consider this 
country too far north for corn, know 
tha t we can raise it. 
A country that 
w ill m ature Indiana corn is not a bad 
corn country.

here and yield from 30 to 45 bushels 
per acre.

Fire Destroys Sum m er Hotel Section 


of Old Orchard. 
Old O rchard, Me., Aug. 16.—N early 
one-half of Old 
O rchards 
sum m er 
hotel section along the shore front 
was sw ept by fire last night, the loss 
probably am ounting to half a million 
dollars. 
So far as known no liv es 
were lost. 
The Hotel Fiske, one of 
the finest on the beach, v alued at $30.- 
000; the Hotel Em erson, v alued at 
$75,000. with its furnishings; the Ho­ 
tel A lberta, the Aldine, the I« w rence 
House and a half dozen sm aller ho­ 
tels. together with about fifty cottages, 
were destroyed within two hours. The 
Old O rchard fire departm ent was un­ 
able to handle the blaze and firemen 
from Portland, Biddeford and Saco, 
who responded to calls for assistance, 
were ham pered for some tim e after 
their arriv al by difficulty with the 
hose couplings. 
The fire was discov ered about 8 
o’clock in the upper part of the Olym­ 
pia hotel annex, which was occupied 
m ainly by serv ants employed In the 
Hotel Em erson. It Is supposed the up­ 
setting of a lam p was the cause of 
the blaze. 
Adjoining buildings soon 
caught fire and from these the flames 
jum ped the tracks and com m unicated 
with the A lberta hotel and sev eral 
other large buildings near the shore. 
An area of about fifty acres along the 
beach was soon blazing. 
In this area were located some of 
the most popular of the hotels, all 
filled with sum m er guests. 
Many v al­ 
uable sum m er cottage's were in this 
district, and these, too, were sw ept by 
fire. 
Most of the guests m anaged to 
sav e a considerable quantity of their 
personal effects.

Dillsboro, Ind.. Aug, 16,—The m ys­ 
tery surrounding the disappt arance of 
Fred Lultbe, cashier of the First Na­ 
tional bank of this place, ts still un­ 
solv ed. 
W here he is no one seem s 
to know, and no erne has been able 
to figure out why he left. 
W illiam K. 
Springer, national bank exam iner, is 
in charge of the bank, and Mr. Sprin­ 
ger refuses to giv e out any inform a­ 
tion concerning the bank’s condition. 
With two assistants ho is going ov er 
the books, and what he has found out 
so far he declines to say. 
The general opinion is that there 
will be a shortage in the bank's affairs. 
The books are in a state of chaotic 
disorder. 
There has been practically 
no attem pt at bookkeeping in the bank 
since last May. 
The daily balance 
sheets that should hav e been brought 
down to the close of each day’s busi­ 
ness hav e not been touched since ear­ 
lier than May. 
M emorandums are 
found on slips of paper. 
No deposi­ 
to r’s passbook has been balanced for 
weeks. 
Notes and papers of v alue 
are scattered about; in fact, the place 
has been conducted m ore like a junk 
shop than like a bank. 
Ev erything 
is dumped in a pile, and no effort for 
weeks has been made to bring order 
out of disorder. 
The conditions re­ 
sem ble the turning of a crazy man 
loose with a pen and a lot of papers. 
Bank Exam iner W. l>. Frazier inv esti­ 
gated this bank six m onths ago. and 
he found the books badly kept. 
He 
notified the directors, and they hav e 
been since that tim e trying, without 
.success, to get Lubbe to straighten 
out affairs. 
W hile it is generally believ ed that 
a shortage will Ik* found, it is not be­ 
liev ed that the shortage will be large. 
In fact, if ev erything in the bank was 
taken the loss would not be heav y. 
The total deposits, according to the 
last report, w ere about $66,000, and 
the total loans al>out $50,000. 
So far 
no bad loans hav e !>een found. 
The 
capital stock of the bank is $25,000. 
There are 
tw enty fiv e 
stockholders, 
who are liable for double the am ount 
of the stock they hold. T here are nine 
directors. 
The stockholders and di­ 
rectors say that if there is a shortage 
they are ready to m ake it good and 
allow the bank to go on.

A Delicious Summertime Dish

For those people who have never eaten 
fried ooru there is certainly a delight in 
store, s%VB the August Delineator 
At the first opportunity, therefore, 
let them toke some young, tender green 
carn—a dozen ears will not be too many
